J. c. Bowandaile of Philadelphia wrote a 
jetter last week to Attorney General Griggs 
on the subject of trusts and monopolies. 
Mr. Bowandaile said that he found among 
the people great opposition to combina- 
tions in restraint of trade, and as a Repub- 
nean he hoped the party would meet the 
issue by beginning prosecution under the 

act. He asked to be informed of 
the attitude of the Attorney General. 

On Tuesday he received the following re- 
ply from Washington: 

„ have your letter of the 17th instant, 
and because it is evident that you are under 
serious misapprehensions as to the force 
and effect of the federal law relating to 
trusts, called the Sherman act, passed in 
1900, I deem it proper to call your attention 
tp some aspects of this matter, which you 
are obviously ignorant of. 

“In the first place, the constitutionality 
of this matter was not affirmed last fall, but 
was affirmed almost immediately after the 
passage of the act, in the first case which 
grose, and has been regarded as settled, 
so far as the constitutionality is concerned, 


’ for many years. 


“In the next place, the Sherman trust 
act does not give to the federal courts juris- 
diction over any combination constituting 
a restraint and monopoly of trade unless 
duch trade is known as interstate or inter- 
national trade and commerce. 


Cannot Be Suppressed. 

“A combination or trust for the purpose 
of maintaining a monopoly in the manu- 
facture of a necéssity of life Is not within 
the scope of the Sherman act and cannot be 
suppressed by the federal courts. This was 
decided in 1894 in the case of the United 
States against the combination of sugar 
companies. 

“As a matter of fact, all the companies 
which you refer to as now organizing for 
the purpose of securing complete or partial 
of different branches of manu- 
facture ire similar to the sugar combina- 
are not within the jurisdiction of the 
courts. If amenable toany law they 
are @menabie to the laws of the respective 


States. 

Ants department never hesitates to pros- 
Ante unlawful combinations which affect 
interstate commerce, and if you will exam- 
fee the reports of the federal courts you 
will find many cases of such prosecution, 
gome effective and some ineffective. 

“It is a popular error to assert that the 
Attorney General of the United States has 
gontrol of the corporations or the combina- 
tions which engage in manufacture in the 
Various States. This is entirely a matter 
of State control, and unless the functions 
of interstate commerce are interfered with 
I would be superofficious to attempt a cru- 
sade against affairs with which I have no 
business. 

“With reference to these large combina- 
tions of capital which are now forming, my 
Own judgment is that the danger is not so 
much to the community at large as it is to 
the people who are induced to put their mon- 
into the purchase of the stock..’ 

‘Tus TRIBUNE yesterday wired the Gov- 
efors and Attorneys General of a number 
of States asking their opinion of Attorney 
General Griggs’ letter and requesting them 
to state what, if any, action they would 
take. The replies received are appended: 


Tanner Has Nothing to Say. 

Springfield, III., March 22.—[Special.)— 

Governor Tanner has nothing to say. 
Attorney General Akin Talks. 

Attorney General Akin said he was not 
prepared to say anything regarding Attor- 
ney General Griggs’ opinion as he had not

If the holding is that the government can 
regulate such trusts and that the States 
can take action against them or suppress 
them within the borders of the State, it 
is a good law. Indiana is practically with- 
out an anti-trust law, as the one on the 
statutes is not effective. The Attorney Gen- 
eral tells me that it is not stringent enough 
and it would be almost impossible to take 
any action under it.“ 


: Mr. Taylor Will Wait. 

Attorney General Taylor sai*- “I do not 
care to express an opinion until I see the 
opinion of Attorney General Griggs. Trusts 
have been uniformly held to be contrary to 
public policy, and a State has the right to leg- 
islate on anything which is contrary to pub- 
ile policy, whatever opinion may be held by 
the national government. As to just how 
effective our Indiana anti-trust law is I am 
not prepared to say. As soon as I get the 
accumulated business off my hands which 
resulted from the session of the Legislature 
I am going to take up the question of trusts 
and see what can be done under that law. 
I cannot say just now what the effect of this 
ruling will be.“ 


Governor Scofield May Act. 

Madison, Wis., March 22.—[Special.]— 
Governor Scofield, when asked about Attor- 
ney General Griggs’ opinion regarding 
trusts, said that he had not yet made up his 
mind as to what action, if any, he would 
take. He added, however, that he would 
strictly enforce all anti-trust laws on the 
statute books. He will refer the matter to 
the Attorney General for an opinion before 
taking any action. 


Assistance Is Promised. 
The Attorney General said he would do all 
in his power to enforce all the statutes gov- 
erning the matter. 


Governor Thomas Talks Plainly. 

Denver, Colo., March 22.—[Special.]— 
Colorado can throttle the trusts and com- 
bines if the people will take the proper 
steps, was the remark of Governor Thomas 
tonight. The prosecution of trusts will 
never amount to anything as long as it is 
under the charge of such persons as At- 
torney General Griggs. There is no doubt 
about the ability of a federal law to kill 
the trusts, but they need to be vigorously en- 
forced and honestly pushed to amount to 
anything. If a United States law was 
backed by such men as the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State of Ohio, there would be 
no question as to the issue.” 


Trusts Are the Burning Issue. 

“ The idea,“ said Attorney General Camp- 
bell, is to get same State to pass a good. 
strong anti-trust law that is not only sweep- 
ing in character but has been upheld by a 
higher court. Up to the present time Ohio 
is in the lead. There is no doubt about 
trusts being the burning issue before the 
American people today, irrespective of po- 
litical matters already brought forward. 
But the people—the attorneys, too—are in 
the dark. This is all-new legislation, and 
it will take some little time to establish 
precedents, but within a few weeks the 
dockets in every State will be loaded with 


New York Official Silent. 
Albany, N. Y., March 22.—[Special.]—At- 
torney General John C. Davies says the 
Griggs opinion is a weighty subject, and he 
does not care to express an opinion on it 
| without serious consideration. 


Two Bills in New Jersey. 

Trenton, N. J., March 22.—[Special.]}+- 
Neither Governor Voorhees nor Attorney 
General Grey was at the State House this 
evening; and therefore could not be ashed 
their views with respect to Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs’ opinion on the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

There are two anti-trust bills before the 
New Jersey Legislature, but as the session 
will end on Friday and neither bill is yet 
out of committee, the chances are that ad- 
jourmment will take place without any- 
thing being done. 

There was argued before the Court of Er- 
rors and Appeals today the case of Oliphant 
and others against the Trenton Potteries 
company on an appeal from 
of Chancery’s refusal to restrain the Oli- 
phants from engaging in the pottery busi- 
ness in violation of their agreemer not to 
do so when they sold out to the Tren.on Pot- 
teries company. 

The Oliphants became dissatisfied and 
started up in opposition. They base their 
right to resume business on the ground that 
the agreement into which they entered was 
illegal, because against public policy, and in 
restraint of trade. The common law of Eng- 
land will govern in disposing of the case, as 
New Jersey has no statute prohibiting trusts 
or monopolies from operating within the 
State. 


LIGHT ON PHYSICAL MACHINE. 


Experiment with Respiration Calrime- 
ter at Middletown Declared to 
Be a Success. 


Middtetown, Conn., March 22.—The fol- 
lowing statement regarding the experiments 
with the respiration calerimeter, which are 
being conducted by Professor W O. Atwster 
and his associates at Wesleyan University 
) under the auspices of the United States de- 
partment of Agriculture, was furnished to- 
night: 

The experiment closed this morning and 
was satisfactory in every way. The man had 
passed nine daye and ten nights continuous- 
ly in the small chamber of the apparatus. 
The results apparently agree with those of 
previous experiments in demonstrating that 
| the human body in consuming and utilizing 

its food obeys the law of a conservation of 
encrgy. 

„These researches are showing with great 

accuracy the nutritive values of different 
food materials and their ingredients when 
they are used by different men under differ- 
ent conditions of work and rest. Although 
the research is extremely laborious the out- 
come is fully meeting the expectations. 

“The results are to be published in scien- 
tific detail, and the practical teachings will 
be in due time given to the public in popu- 


lar form.“

URGE FILIPINOS PEACE, | 


MANIFESTO TO BE ISSUED TO NA- 
TIVES OF LUZON. 


Philippine Commission Will Assure 
the Islanders of the Purpose of the 
United States to Lead Them te Self- 
Government — Aguinaldo Prepares 
to Resist an Attack on Malolos— 
Vigorous Measures for Defense— 
May Attack Manila.

JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
Manila, March 22.—The proclamation to 

the Filipinos which {is about to be issued by 
the Philippine commission will assure the 
population of the islands of the intention 
of the United States to endeavor to develop 
among the natives the power of self-gov- 
ernment. 

This manifesto will also clearly explain 
that the American government has assumed 
international obligations which make it re- 
sponsible to the whole world to establish 
a stable government in the archipelago, 
and that it cannot divest itself of these re- 
sponsibilities. 

The Philippine commission will interpret 
to the people the purposes of the President, 
and will also suggest the form of government 
which will suit the present necessities and 
capacity of the Filipinos, consistent with 
the interests of the United States. 

The commission will assure the people that 
the President only desires to establish a sys- 
tem under which the Filipinos will become 
capable to administer their own affairs un- 
der American control and protection. 

It will be made clear to the Filipinos that 
no spirit of tyranny or vengeance possesses 
the United States. Having destroyed the 
Spanish power, peace is bound to be re- 
stored, providing the sovereignty of the 
American government is accepted. 

The insurgents will be invited to lay down 
their arms and to trust in the government | 
that emancipated them from oppression. 

It is now evident the majority of the mem- 
bers of the Philippine commission are in- 
clined to grant the Filipinos a sort of tribal 
or provinctal local autonomy under a cen- 
tral American régime, which shall be of a 
military character until a purely civil sys- 
tem can be introduced. 

The address of the commission will be 
printed in all the dialects of the archipelago, 
and will be posted on all the islands. 

It is hoped the great majority of the intelli- 
gent natives will at once desert the cause of 
the insurgonts, a result which the commis- 
sion confidently believes will surely ensue 
should the insurgents suffer another defeat. 


Aguinaldo Expects Attack. 

Meanwhile Aguinaldo is preparing to resist 
the advance on Malolos from every direc- 
tion. A numbep of strategic dikes are now 
almost completed to flood the surrounding 
country from the streams, and the opera- 
tions of the American army will be fraught 
with great difficulties. 3 

All strategic towns are encircled with five 
lines of intrenchments. The ground in 
front of the intrenchments is covered thick- 
ly with can spikes to cut the feet of infantry 
and cavalry and check charges. 

All the railroad bridges have been de- 
stroyed and the fordable points of the river 
are Intrenc Our 


as they advance on Malolos. 

Agulnaldo threatens to punish with death 
any person who advises peace except on 
terms of absolute independence: 

The ocupation of all the other islands is 
assured as soon as troops enough are avail- 
able to afford protection against the insur- 
gents. The Sultan of Sulu cannot offer much 
resistance, as there is a serious division 
‘among his people. 

One great difficulty now confronting the 
American army is similar to that encoun- 
tered in Cuba. While the Americans find it 
impossible to send spies to penetrate the 
country and learn the strategic strength of 
the enemy, our movements are fully report- 
ed to the natives. 


American Preparation. 

While apparently inactive since Sunday, 
really the opposite has been the case with 
the American forces. A reorganization en- 
tailing many changes has been in progress 
since the abandonment of the flying column. 

General Wheaton’s and General Hall’s 
brigades have not been assigned, but the 
Oregon regiment, the Minnesota regiment, 
and the Twenty-second Regiment have been 
concentrated at the camp on the Luneta, at 
the water front, in readiness for immediate 
transportation when the plans of the mill- 
tary leaders have been formulated. 

Our troops are intrenched and the situ- 
ation is practically unchanged. The entmy 
has refrained from making any attacks re- 
cently, and it would appear that the rebels 
are saving their ammunition for a decisive 
movement. 


Threatens to Attack Manila. 

According to a prisoner captured by our 
troops Aguinaldo has announced that he will 
personally conduct the reserves at Malolos 
and march into Manila within twenty days, 
unless the Americans withdraw in the mean- 
time. The concentration: of rebel forces in 
the vicinity of Malabon gives color to the 
statement of the prisoner. 

The United States transport Sherman, with 
the Third Infantry and part of the Seven- 
teenth, from New York on Feb. 3, has ar- 
rived here. One child, two sailors, and 
two privates died on the voyage and one 
man was drowned in the Mediterranean. 


Rescue of a British Subject. 


Advices from Cebu report everything quiet 
there, but say a feeling of uneasiness pre- 
vails. The British gunboat, Plover, left 
Cebu on March 14 for Ormoc to rescue O. R. 
Cogan, a British subject, who was a prisoner 
in the hands of the natives. Arriving at 
Ormoc it was found that the prisoner had 
been removed, and the gunboat proceeded 
to Catbalogan, the headquarters of the in- 
surgents under General Lukbani, where a 
native officer was taken on board. 

The Plover then went to Layte, where 
Cogan was found, but a fight was narrowly 
averted in getting him on board. 

‘After getting Cogan, Captain Cowper, 
commander of the Plover, offered to take 
three Spanish prisoners who were held by 
the natives, but the insurgents refused to 
give them up. 


‘ Junta’s Suit Falls Flat.

Hongkong; March 22.—The suit of the 
Filipino junta against the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank for the recovery of $200,000 
insurgent funds, alleged to have been de- 
posited by United States Consul General 
Wildman, has come to nothing. The bottom 

has dropped out of the case. 

This was but a part of the conspiracy of 
the Filipino junta, aided by Howard w. 
Bray, an Englishman; F. W. Satterle, an 
American; and other allies of the rebels, to 
discredit the Consul General and defeat his 
efforts to prevent the smuggling of arms into 
the Philippines. Bray was to testify that he 
saw an agreement signed between Aguin- 
aldo and former United States Consul Pratt 
at Shanghai, and make many other sensa- 
tional charges against the United States 
representatives. All this, however, has been 
abandoned. |

DOES NOT COMMIT M’KINLEY. | 
Proclamation at Manila Merely an Ef- 


fort to Induce the Filipinos to 
Lay Down Their Arms. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Hay said this afternoon the Phil- 
ippine commission would issue an address to 
the people, but he could not say whether the 
reported gist of the proclamation was cor- 
rect or not. fe 

There is nothing in the proclamation com- 
mitting this government to any particular 
line of policy, and the department officials 
here and those connected with the adminis- 
tration give no intimation of what system 
of government will be eventually adopted. 

There is a strong impression in official 
circles, however, the United. States will 
never give up control of the islands, and, 
while some system of self-government may 
be evolved, it will be subject to the control 
of the United States. 

It is believed the government will be on 
the order of that now enjoyed by Canada, 
but there are some objections to having it 
known as a colonial government. Objec- 
tions have been, urged to a purely territorial 
form of government, but just what will be 
done will undoubtedly be worked out by 
the administration within the next few 
montha. 

With the reports and advice of the Amer- 
ican Commissioners to guide them, the 
President and his advisers will probably 
work out a satisfactory form of govern- 
ment by the time Congress meets, when it

POPE’S SPIRIT IS BROKEN. 


the Aged Pontiff Declares He 
Will Not Live for a 
Week. 


London, March 23.—The Rome cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph says: 

The Pope is beginning to suffer from 
depression. During the service on Sunday 
he asked one of his personal attendants how 
many in the congregation he thought really 
rejoiced in his recovery. Then he added 
despondingly: 

„ What mockery. it is—this thanksgiv-' 
ing for my recovery. I shall not live a 
week.’ 2 

“The exclamation was followed by a pro- 
longed and alarming fainting fit.“ 

Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Special. ]— 
Apostolic Delegate Martinelli, who is in 
constant receipt of news from private 
sources in Rome concerning the Pope's con- 
dition, believes that the Pontiff's great 
age renders it extremely improbable that 
the end can be far away. A recent letter 
from a Vatican official quotes the Pope as 
saying: 

When I die I shall not give much trouble 
to the doctors, nurses, or servants. I am 
only skin and bone and my life will go out 
like a lamp which has no oll to feed it.

alive two weeks ago today in the Bon Air 
shaft, were rescued tonight at 11 o’clock. 

The men are well, and show but little 
sign of their confinement.

Through 
a water column running down the shaft the 
men secured eatables, telegrams and mall, 
and daily accounts of being buried alive.

BEFORE THE WAR BOARD. 


Declares at an Expert the “Roast” 
Heat Will Starve Men—Calls Corned 
Article Worse—Surgeons, Line Oom- 
cers, and Privates Condemn the 
Ration—Bellboy Fleischman Tells 
of “Fumes”—About Chemicals— 
Court Adjourns in, New York City. 


“Fertilizer was one of the things fed to 
the soldiers who fought for the glory of the 
republic in Cuba and Porto Rico,” said 
William Clarke Marshall, who appeared as 
an expert wijness before the Miles court 
of inquiry yesterday afternoon. By ferti- 
lizer he said he meant a commercial product 
which is valuable for aiding the growth of 
cabbage and corn in poor soil, but which is 
not a good thing for the nourishment of the 
human system. The particular food article 
to which this venerable witness referred was 
what was known to the soldiers by the labels 
on the cans that contained it as prime 
roast beef.“ 

This was the last hard blow dealt the 
** roast beef ration before the inquiry court 
in Chicago. The court concluded its labors

While 
he testified that the canned “ roast” beef

worse, What else he might have said of the 
corned beef the soldiers ate is a closed page 
in the history of the army beef inquiry. 
Colonel Davis, the recorder of the military 
court, closed the page. He said corned beef 
was not on trial and the court sustained 


Would Starve on “ Roast ” Beef. 

Mr. Marshall’s roast beef testimony was 
let into the records fully. He declared that 
animals, human or others, fed on it would 
starve to death, and he supplemented this 
in a conversation with a reporter for Tun 
TRIBUNE that a continued use of this ration | 
would kill, and that the vigorous man, such 
as the average soldier, would be the sort 
of man most quickly laid low by it. The 
reason for its fatal effect, he said, was the

Much was asked about salicylic acid asa 
preservative of refrigerated beef, and Dr. 
E. E. Murdock, formerly of the Chicago 
Health department, testified he had found 
that stuff on a sample of it. He said he also 
found hindrances to digestion in canned 
beef that he analyzed. David M. Fleisch- 
man, formerly a bellboy at the Morrtson 
Hotel, testified he accompanied a man to 
Armour & Co.’s Stock-Yards plant and 
witnessed the stranger experimenting with 
fumes on a carload of fresh beef. The 
other testimony was like much that has 
gone before, but interesting because of the 
unusual vigor of its disparagement of the 
beef rations. 


Lieutenant. Hartman Testifies. 

Lieutenant J. D. L. Hartman, First Cav- 
alry, who was Acting Regimental Quarter- 
master while the regtment was stationed at 
Lakeland, Fla., was the first witness sworn. 
in the morning. He testified as to the re- 
frigerated. beef received at Lakeland, and 
was called to support Sergeant Edward C. 
Mason, who testified at Leavenworth last 
Sunday, but his testimony did not fully cor- 
roborate that of the sergeant. He said 
Mason was Acting Regimental Commissary 
and that on his request Mason was relieved. 
and Sergeant Cable took hiseplace. Being 
examined by Major Lee, he testified: 

We received fresh beef while stationed 
at Lakeland from Armour & Co. and later 
from a local dealer whose name I forget. 
Armour & Co. brought the beef there in re- 
frigerator cars in carloads, but in some 
cases they would have but half a carload. 
When the beef first came there was no objec- 
tion to it. After that we used part of a car 
for three or four days, and it began to get 
poorer in quality and I had some trouble 
about getting beef. The troop called fora 
Board of Survey and the beef was rejected. 
In one case I rejected an entire carload. 
This was because before the beef was opened 
the stench or smell could be discerned; ap- 
parently mortification or decomposition had 
set in.“ 

Had you any occasion to believe or sus- 
pect that the beef had been treated with 
preservatives?” was asked. 

No, sir. The reason of its spolling I con- 
sidered was that it had been frozen and 
would not hold up after being exposed to the 
severe climate—the excessive heat. Itwas 
extremely hot at Lakcland. 


About Armour’s Agent. 

“After the rejection of that carload the 
agent of Armour came up there and said this 
wouldn’t do, referring to the way in which 
it had been spoiled. We had few regular 
shiping boxes with ice on the outside, but not 
enough, and in some cases they shipped the 
ice with the beef and it had a slimy and re- 
puisive appearance and we sent it back. I 
think it was the Ist of June I got author- 
ity to buy beef from a local dealer. It was 
killed right there. On the voyage to Cuba 
roast beef was the only travel ration. I can 
recall no specific complaints of it, but I 
know it didn’t give satisfaction. It looked 
more like boiled beef than roast beef. And 
it was nutritious. 

“About a week after the surrender we re- 
ceived refrigerated beef. The first beef was 
satisfactory, but afterwards it began to be 
poorer in appearance after the covering was 
removed and often had a greenish appear- 
dance, and in some cases had this moldy 
growth which we used to call whiskers. I 
had to reject the beef that was issued be- 
cause it was unfit for use. I attributed the 
cause to the great distance it had to be 
hauled from the refrigerator. It was de- 
composed. Between July 24 and Aug. 7 
there were two or three rations rejected.” 

% Did you attribute any portion of the sick- 
ness in the command to the canned roast 
beef or the refrigerated beef?” 

No, sir; I do not believe I did.”

JOHN SHERMAN STILL GAINING. 


Report of Alleged Death First Given | 
Out by French Cable Com- 
pany. 


Santiago de Cuba, March 22.—Mr. Sher- 
man’s condition this evening continues about 
the same. He rested quite comfortably 
throughout the day, and if anything is some- 
what improved. He oxpects to go on board 
the United States cruiser Chicago tomor- 


row. 


It now turns out—respecting the untortu- 
nate report of Mr. Sherman’s death—the an- 
nouncement was made by the French Cable 
company and the Signal Corps within ten 
minutes of each other. When Captain 
Leigh, the chief signal officer, ascertained 
that the report was erroneous he immediate- 
ly communicated with the Guantanamo sta- 
tion to discover the cause of the blunder. 

The man in charge of the station replied 
that, having received a message of inquiry 
as to Mr. Sherman's health, he visited the 
manager of the French Cable company, who 
assured him that the report of death was 
well founded. Thereupon he telegraphed + 
confirmation of the rumor, having no reason 
to doubt the assurance given him. The | 
French Cable company's officials here claim 
to know nothing regarding the matter. 

Mr. Sherman’s relatives on board the Paris 
are naturally indignant at somebody’s stu- 
pendous blunder, but Captain Leigh con- 
siders that the man in charge of the Guan- 
tanamo signal office was entirely justified 
in accepting the statement of the French 
Cable company’s manager. 

If the Chicago leaves Santiago tomorrow. 
according to the present intention, it should 
reach Tampa, if that port is selected as a 
landing, by Sunday evening.

ONCE ON THE VERGE OF WAR. 


Details of Diplomacy Which Brought 
France and England toa Peaceful 
Settlement Over Fashoda. | 


[Copyright, 1890, by Jorge N. Waldberg.] 

Washington, D. C., March 22.+-[Special.]— 
The signing of the treaty between France 
and England delimiting their respective 
frontiers in the Valley of the Nile, in Egypt, 
which took place in London Tuesday night, 
brought to a peaceful termination a con- 
troversy which at one time threatened to 
involve the two countries and possibly 
other European nations in war. In 1897 the 
French advanced their claims to the north- 
ern and eastern shores of Lake Chad and ta 
their right to occupy a portion of the Valley 
of the Nile. To this latter proposition Eng- 
land objected, giving France and all other 
countries to understand that Great Britain’ 
alone had any right to the occupation of 
that territory. 

The correspondence over the contested 
boundary lasted until within a few weeks, 
when an agreement was reached. That 
agreement, however, was precipitated by 
the march of events, and England ultimately. 
conceded to France a portion of her claims. 

What gave the affair? a warlike appear- 
ance was the Marchand expedition which 
preceded Sir Herbert Kitchener to Fashoda, 
The Sirdar in the fall of 1898 marched to 
attack the Mahdi on.the north, but at the 
same time a smaller French expedition un- 
der command of Major Marchand stole 
quietly up from the Congo to Fashoda, where 
the tri-color was planted on the White Nile, 

The French government maintained that 
the success of the Marchand expedition had 
resulted in the effectual occupation of.the 
territory of Bahr-el-Ghazal, which it claimed 
as a result. Many complications arose, and 
public sentiment in England, as well as in 
Germany, Italy, an@ the Congo State, was 
at white heat.

MAYOR TALKS TO COLORED MEN 


Speaks at the Dance Given at Central 
Hall—Says He Is the Ne- 
gro’s Friend. 


After the meeting at the Auditorium. 
Mayor Harrison attended a dance and 
caké walk given by the Colored Demo- 
cratic club at Central Hall, Twenty-second 
street and Wabash avenue. Among the 300 
colored citizens present members of the 
Eight Regiment were conspicuous. Han- 
nibal C. Carter, in introducing Mr. Har- 
rison, said the Mayor's father was one of 
the best friends of the negroes. The son, 
he said, was following in his footsteps, and 
would receive 90 per cent of the votes of 
the colored citizens. 
Mr. Harrison said he was practically the 
only Mayor of Chicago who had recognized 
colored men when the rewards for political 
service were dealt out. He declared nothing 
was too good for the colored soldiers, and 
said after election he would remain, as he 
had been before it, always the champion of 
the negro. The Mayor’s remarks aroused 
much applause, especially when he referred 
to the soldier boys. 
Alderman Ballenberg, Alderman Carey, 
and L. A. Newbey, President of the club, 
also spoke. 

Mayor Harrison, earlier in the day, madea 
formal statement as to his position regard- 
ing the Harper educational bill, and the 
reason why he had failed to reappoint Dr. 
Harper to the School board. It reads: 

_As to the report of the Educational commission

education bill I thought I had made it plain to all 
concerned that the bill contained many features 
that should have beeneliminated.

Six thousand voters, all that four halls 
would hold, listened to Zina R. Carter, the 
Republican candidate for Mayor, last night. 
At one of these meetings, at Walsh's Hall, 
Noble street and Milwaukee avenue, there 
were 3,000 Polish, Scandinavian, and Ger- 
man citizens packed into every avaflable 
inch of standing and seating space, and Mr. 
Carter’s speech was cheered to the echo. 

This meeting was a surprise to the Repub- 
lican ward managers, they said. The crowd 
was the largest, it was said by Republican 
residents of the ward, that ever had attend- 
ed a Republican mass-meeting in that ward 
in a city campaign. The meetings at 
Fortschritt Turner Hall, 1280 Milwaukee av- 
enue, in the Fifteenth Ward, and at the 
Fourteenth Ward Republican headquarters, 
1192 Milwaukee avenue, were also packed 
to the doors, but these meetings were in 
Republican wards. 

There were 1,200 voters at the Fifteenth 
Ward meeting, 1,000 at the Fourteenth Ward 
meeting, and 800 people at the last meeting 
of the evening in the Thirteenth Ward at 
West Chicago avenue and Leavitt street. 
Most of the people at the last meeting waited 


until 10 o’clock to hear the Mayoralty can- - 


didate, and cheered him lustily when he 


came. 
Talks of Ward Affairs. 


The meetings were considered as felicitous 


by the Republican leaders for other reasons, 


also. Mr. Carter's voice was in better con- 
dition than at any time since his campaign 
meetings opened. Instead of following close- 
ly his prepared speech, Mr. Carter also 
broke away and talked extemporaneously 
much of the time, talking of conditions in 
the individual wards and discussing the Al- 
dermanic candidates and the rest of the 
city ticket. At the Sixteenth Ward meet- 
ing, in Walsh's Hall, where the voters are 
nearly all of foreign birth, some of the lead- 
ers were fearful lest Mr. Carter’s advocacy 
of civil service would get a frosty reception. 
Instead, the speaker turned the assertions 
of Mayor Harrison that civil service worked 
an injustice to Chicagoans who were not 
well up in English, and won great applause 
by declaring that it was lack of pull with 
„ Hinky Dink and “ Bathhouse John 
and Bobby Burke that cost them their 
places and not civil service. 

In the course of his speeches Mr. Carter 
drew out a Water Pipe Extension depart- 
ment pay roll for the Seventh District of 


the Town of Lake three feet long and con- 


taining 115 names. The roll was for the 
first two weeks of February, 1898, and 


showed disbursements- of $3,201 for salaries | 


at a time when no water pipe was being laid. 
For the same two weeks of 1895, in the first 
year of the last Republican city administra- 
tion, he declared that only twenty-two men 
were employed in that district and the pay- 
roll amounted to $630. The figures were re- 
ceived with hoots and hisses. In 1895 the 
total appropriation for the government of 
the city was ‘$14,000,000 in round numbers, 
Mr. Carter said, and of this amount $7,500,- 
000 was for the public schools. In 1898, 
under Mayor Harrison, the total appropria- 
tion was 316.200, 000. in round numbers, while 
the appropriation for the city schools was 
over $1,000,000 less. Mayor Harrison’s ad- 
ministration had spent over $3,410,000 more 
for running the city government than the 


first year of the last Republican administra- 


tion, he said, and he invited the voters to 
point out an instance of where the city had 
received any more benefit.

track elevation. Before Attorney Miller had 
his test case with the Chicago and North- 
west railroad, the speaker declared the city 
was paying $175 for every street extended 
across a railroad right of way, and $1,061.66 
a year for maintainance of the crossing. 
Congressman Boutell, Charles Hallstrom, 
Thomas H. Cannon, Patrick H. O’Donnell, 
C. M. Moore, and Alderman Raymer also ad- 
dressed the Fifteenth Ward meeting. 

Charles W. Peters, Chief Deputy Sheriff, 
presided over the Fourteenth Ward meeting. 
Charles Liesendahl presided over the Six- 
teenth Ward meeting, at which, besides Mr. 
Carter, there were speeches by Thomas H. 
Cannon, W. H. Tatge, Patrick H. O'Donnell, 
Aiderman John F. Smulski, and Edward I.

The public then 
was able to get twenty-five rides for $1—prac- 
tically a four-cent fare—while at present the 
five-cent fare returned the companies richer 
earnings, though the operating expenses 
were lower. The fare, he declared, should 
be three or three and one-half cents. Euro- 
pean and Canadian cities had benefited by 
municipal ownership to the extent that the 
cost to the people had been reduced prac- 
tically one-half, the service improved, the 
lines extended. hours of labor reduced, and 
the city treasuries enriched. 


Criticises Handling of City Funds. 

The method of handling the finances of 
the city by the Harrison administration 
next received attention. Mr. Altgeld char- 
acterized the water extension system as a 
bold robbery of the taxpayers and exhibited 
comparative tables of the Swift and the 
present administrations, which showed, he 
said, the expenditure of the latter to be 100 
per cent greater. Pay-rolls were burdened 
with hundreds of names of persons whose 
only duty was to idle away their time while 
not engaged in working partisan politics. 
Though the water department was making 
millions at half the rate which would be 
charged by a private corporation, its sur- 
plus was turned into other channels only 


contracting business. 
Telephone Ordinance for Sale. 

After criticising the telephone ordinance 
recently passed by the Council the speaker 
declared the measure was now for sale for 
$200,000, and was worth it and more for 
capital, but the price of business telephones 
should have been fixed at $60 a year instead 
of $85, when one company had offered to 
equip a service at the first-named figure. 

Turning his attention to street cleaning 
and repair work and paving Mr. Altgeld said 
the authorities had evaded the law providing 
for the advertisement of bids. He closed 
with an appeal for the support of the princi- 
ples espoused by himself and his associates. 

Claim His Strength Grows. 

A report was received at the Altgeld head- 
quarters that 147 voters in Robert E. Burke's 
home precinct, in the Twenty-second Ward, 
have declared their intention of voting for 
Mr. Altgeld. William H. Bennett quit the 
race as an independent candidate for Al- 
derman in the Nineteenth Ward and joined 
the Altgeld forces. Charles Oakley assured 
Chairman Gottlieb the ex-Governor would 
get the votes of at least 125 members of the 
County Democracy.

UXORICIDE BECKERIS INDICTED. 


Grand Jury Consumes Little Time in 
Voting the True Bill!“ Against 
the Confessed Murderer. 


August A. Becker was indicted by the 
grand jury yesterday for the murder of his 
wife. The grand jurors considered the evi- 
dence against him so strong that Inspector 
Hunt was not even asked to open the paste- 
board boxes he carried in his pocket, in 
which were a piece of human tissue and a 
handful of charred bones, which are be- 
lieved to be the ghastly relics of the wife- 
murderer’s crime.

Inspector 
Hunt and Mrs. Schuetta told the grand 
jurors of Becker’s last confession, and a

been pronounced unquestionably human by 
Dr. George A. Dorsey, and that some of 
them were sufficiently well preserved to be 
identified by persons with only a limited 
knowledge of anatomy. Experts have pro- 
nounced the bit ot lung found in the Barn un- 
questionably human.

THE MEETING AT MIL ISLAND. 
When it became known that President 
McKinley was going to pay a flying visit to 
Jekyl Island, where Mr. Reed of Maine, 
Speaker of the last House, and who hopes 
to be Speaker of the next House, has been 
staying, it was assumed that this meeting 
on one small island of two political mag 
nates must have some deep, far-reaching 
significance. The favorite theory was that, 
as Cesar and Pompey came together once 
to patch up their differences and regulate 
the affairs of Rome, so Mr. McKinley and 
Mr. Reed were to come together, agree on 
questions of policy, secure harmony be- 
tween the White House and the House of 
Representatives, and also regulate the af- 
fairs of the Republican party for a year or 
so to come. 

The two men have met. They have 
shaken hands. They have said“ How do 
you do?” That much is certain. There are 
witnesses to it. Whether anything further 
has taken place nobody knows. According 


toa “cl Ahe relations of Mr. 
Reed and Mr. McKinley a uch more cor- 
dial than they have been, and, while they 


are not yet friends, they are “ closer than 
before.“ Perhaps this observant official 
saw a greater approach to cordiality in the 
hand-shake and more than usual warmth 
in the How do you dos?” Probably if 
anything of consequence happened, which 
is not likely, no “ club official ” would know 
anything about it. ‘The persons most inter- 
ested would keep their mouths shut. 

It is most desirable, however, that there 
should be perfect harmony between the 
President and the representatives of that 
party in Congress, and when it happens 
that the policies favored by the President 
have the approval of a majority of the Re- 
publican House members, and they are 
ready and willing to legislate to carry out 
‘those policies, it is most undesirable that a 
Speaker should have the power to stand be- 
tween that majority and the legislation ft 
favors. This is what happened frequently, 
however, during the last two sessions of 
Congress. There were certain measures 
which the President favored. So did the 
Republicans in the House. But nefther the 
Speaker nor the Committee on Rules ap- 
pointed and dominated by him would allow 
those measures to be considered. The rules 
gave the Speaker too much power and he 
used it obstructively. 

No matter who may be Speaker, the rules 
should not be such as to make him an auto- 
crat. The Committee on Rules, on whose 
recommendation a date is set for the con- 
sideration of a measure, should represent 
the Republicans of the House. It should 
be independent of the House and not be the 
erenture of the Speaker. It should be so 
that when a majority of the Republicans in 
the House favor certain legislation they 
can instruct the Committee on Rules to 
report a rule fixing a date when that legis- 
lation shall be considered. Then, when- 
ever the Republicans in the House and the 
President are of one mind, it will not be in 
the power of a Speaker to make that una- 
nimity ineffective for good. 3 


: Premier Laurier has replied 
TUPPER AND to Sir Charles Tupper, ac- 
LAURIER. cusing the latter of preach- 
ing a retaliatory policy 
against America. The adjournment of the 
High Commission, according to Premier 
Laurier, was taken to give the governments 
of the two countries time to consider and 
agree upon the difficulty in the way—the 
Alaskan boundary. Sir Charles advocated 
instead an entire breaking off of the efforts 
to arrive at an agreement and hopes to find 
his profit politically in his advoeacy of such 
acourse. Apparently Canadians understand 
Sir Charles Tupper quite as well as Ameri- | 
cans do, and Premier Laurier Is probably 
correct in saying the course of the Liberal 
party will be indorsed by the people of the 
Dominion. As far as the United States is 
concerned, it scarcely needs the saying that 
if any arrangement of disputes with Canada 
is possible it will be through the agency of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the Liberal party. 
Sir Charles Tupper some years ago attempt- 
ed a reciprocity deal of the jug-handled 
variety with the United States. He could 
not impose upon James G. Blaine, however, 
and has felt sore ever since. Tupper has 
long been a discredited leader in Canada, 
and what he may say or think about this 
country is of Uttle consequence to Canadians 
and none at all to this country. 


FOR AN EXPOSITION BUILDING. 

The Chicago Commercial association has 
prepared a bill the passage of which it be- 
lieves will make possible the erection of 
a grand exposition building on the lake 
front east of the railroad tracks. It is 
admitted by the members of the associa- 
tion, as it is by nearly all who have ever 
given any thought to the subject, that an 
exposition building on any other site would 
lose much of its value. 

The bill, though designed for the special 
benefit of the South Park, provides in gen- 
eral terms that any Board of Commission- 
ers which controls parks or boulevards 
bordering on public’ waters may extend 
those parks or boulevards over and upon 
the bed of those waters, but not in such 
a way as to interfere with navigation. 
Park boards are also authorized to set 
apart a portion of the made land coming 
under their control for the erection of ex- 
position buildings. These buildings may 
be constructed and maintained by private 
persons in accordance with terms and con- 
ditions fixed by the Park Commissioners. 
That control is to cease, however, when 
the cost of construction of the buildings 
with legal interest thereon and the cost 
of maintenance and operation have been 
repaid out of the revenues. N 

After a site for an exposition building 
| has been secured from the waters, the 
South Park board will have no money for 
construction purposes, nor will it wish to 
go into the exposition business. The city 
will have no money. It is impossible to 
tell when it will have any spare cash 
for any purpose. Therefore the only way 
in which the money can be had is by private 
parties advancing it, they to look to the 
surplus revenues for reimbursement. 
Either that or the Legislature must do as 
it did in the case of the public library and 
allow a smal! building fund tax to be levied 
annually until enough money has been ac- 
cumulated to cover the cost of construc- 
tion. That would be a slower process than 
if an arrangement were made with a private 
corporation. 

If this bill passes the South Park board 
will not be able to say that it lacks au- 
thority to make land on the lake front, 
It may say, however, as it has done on 
previous occasions, that it has no money 
to do the work with, The Commercial as- 
sociation measure adds nothing to the rev- 
enues of parks which may be extended out 
into public waters, while the cost of mak- 
ing a site for an exposition building will 
be considerable. It would be worth while 


are regarding this question of revenue. 
And, finally, if the association hopes to 
get its bill through this year it will have 
to do some hard work. The General As- 
sembly will.adjourn sine die in three weeks. 
It any opposition to this measure develops 
it will not be-easy to pass it in that short 
time.

$3,500 for his treasure trove. Turner is 
somewhat too modern to be classed as an 
old master, but his shade, if it still revisits 
his old-time haunts, must take satisfaction 
in the reported discovery. During his early 
Ute, or at least until Ruskin championed 
him so eloquently, he was content to sup 
on bread and cheese and beer, and some- 
times regarded himself as fortunate in hav- 
ing even this humble fare. Now even the 
early drawings for which he received two 
or three shillings apiece or “ half a crown 
and his supper command prices that some 
ot his best work did not bring before he be- 
came famous. . 


FIXING AFRICAN BOUNDARIES. 

In the convention signed by Premier 
Salisbury and Ambassador Cambon at Lon- 
don the famous Fashoda incident has borne 
fruit in a definite and peaceable under- 
standing as to the respective frontiers of 
Great Britain and France in northern 
Africa. Though the exact frontier from 
the northern line of the Belgian Congo to 
latitude 15 degrees is left to be fixed by 
a joint commission, the larger and more 
threatening points have been settled by 
mutual agreement, and the danger of a war 
between France and England on this score 
vanishes for a time. 

As was to be expected, France has been 
compelled to give up its ambition for an out- 
let to the Red Sea. Neither will it possess any 
territory on the Nile, as Major Marchand 
hoped it might when he seized Fashoda ; but 
by mutual agreement both nations are to 
have equality of commercial treatment from 
the Nile to Lake Chad and between the fif- 
teenth and nineteenth parallels of latitude. 
This gives France a commercial outlet on 
the Nile and its affluents, and is as liberal a 
concession as it had any reason to expect 
under the circumstances. 

By this map-making treaty the disputed 
Province of Bahr-el-Ghazal becomes Brit- 
ish territory. This province lies immediate- 
ly west of the portion of the Nile that 
stretches between Khartum and Fashodu. 
Just west of Bahr-el-Ghazail lies the Prov- 
ince of Darfur, and this also becomes Brit- 
ish. Thus the British sway now reaches al- 
most exactly half way across Africa from 
the Red Sea to the South Atlantic. It is 
practically a southward extension of the 
west boundary of Egypt, giving the British 
the whole of the Nile country and a greut 
slice of the Sahara desert besides, 

West of Darfur the French territory be- 
gins, and France is comfirmed in its claim 
of practically the whole of the Lake Chad 
country, including Wadai, Bagirmi, and 
Kanem, to the north, east, and south of 
that valuable lake. 
French territory with the French Congo 
tract and makes France the predominant 
power in West Africa, as Great Britain is 


possessions take in a broad sweep of the 
so-called Sahara northeast of Lake Chad 
and extending practically to the southern 
boundary of Tripoli, as far as that nebulous 
country can be said to have a southern 
boundary. This conforms with the French 
ambition to hold Tripoli as it does Algiers, 
and, while it stops the eastward extension, 
it gives an tmpetus to the northward ex- 
tension and confirms France in the poases- 
sion of a greater empire than before. 
France has the poorer end of the bar- 
gain to just about the extent that Lake 
Chad is less desirable than the Nile River. 
As far as territory is concerned, Great 
Britain has evidently gone on the principle 
of share and share alike. This it could do 
with especial grace, since the territory in 
question was all desert. It cannot be said 
that either country has particularly in- 
creased its prospects of immediate revenue, 
but it must be remembered that large areas 
of the so-called great Sahara have given in- 
dications of becoming quite as good farm- 
ing country, with irrigation and the sink- 
ing of wells, as the region of western Kan- 
sas and Nebraska formerly called the Great 
American Desert. | 
For the present, then, the eternal “ East- 
ern question” is shifted altogether from 
Africa to China. The apparent success of 
Cecil Rhodes in gaining the cotperation of 
Germany for the building of his great Cape 
to Cairo railroad removes the immediate 
danger of friction in that quarter and brings 
closer the inevitable Anglicizing of the 
whole east half of the African continent. 
It may now be broadiy said that Africa has 
been divided between England and France, 
and that Asia is being divided between Eng- 
land and Russia. In each case the British 


lion has taken care to get the Hon's share. 


GENERAL MILES ON THE ARMY. 

General Nelson A. Miles is developing 
into an orator. His patriotic address be- 
fore the Merchants’ club of Boston last 
Tuesday night rose considerably above the 
level of after dinner oratory and was 
throughout earnest, dignified, and informed 
with a spirit of broad patriotism and be- 
lief in the present. and the future of this 
country. His references to Concord, Lex- 
ington, and Bunker Hill as “hallowed 
ground“ introduced this fine tribute to the 
American army in his peroration: | 


It was near this spot that John Hancock lived, 
Warren fell, and where Washington first assumed 
command of the colonial army. From that time 
to this Washington's influence, example, and prin- 
ciples have been the chart, compass, and beacon 
light to the American army. In its service, whether 
against the power of the strongest nation of the

Nations 
are much like individualsin this respect. In 
ordinary circumstances individuals are read- 
ily restrained by the force of law and public 
opinion from going to war.

The Major says he found these ruins while 
making a recent survey in Arkansas, and 
after discovering that they covered an 
area of thirty-five by twenty-five miles he 
sat down with his trusty pencil and com- 
puted that exactly 11,000,000 people had 
once had their homes and peaceful firesides 
in that great city.

Magnitude of the Railroad Building 


Project Now Being Carried Out in 
Africa~—Its Improvement Over Our 
‘Transcontinental Lines. 


It has of late been quite the fashion to re- 


gard

The British empire has 


been austerely rebuked for having produced 
and for harboring such a monster of iniqui- 
ty, and the German Emperor has been lauded 
for few things so much as for his supposed 
hostility toward this troubler of the world. 


And when, the other day, Mr. Rhodes re- 


ferred to the United States in tones of com- 
mendation and of praise, we were solemnly 
assured that thus we suffered the greatest 
humiliation that had ever befallen us, and 
that thus the nadir of rational degrada- 
tion was attained Yet now we learn that 
the German Emperor has personally re- 
ceived Mr. Rhodes and given him presents 
and made marked manifestations of his es- 
teem for and confidence in him, and has 
agreed to codperate with him in the great 
enterprise he has in hand. | 
Apart, however, from the personality of 
Mr. Rhodes, which doubtless resembles 
that of most other successful empire build- 
ert, there can be no question of the mag- 
nificence or of the humane beneficence of 
the work in which he is now engaged—to wit:

Cape Town to Lake Tanganyika will be close 
to 2,300 miles, or almost as much as from 
New York to San Francisco. Then will 
come 400 miles on the lake, where the Brit- 
ish flag has the same rights as on the high 


seas. 


For nearly 200 miles north of the 


lake the railroad will traverse German terri- 
tory, or else, as is less likely, the Congo 
State. Then it will reach Uganda and the 


upper reaches of the Nile, and so proceed, | 


partly by river and steamer and partly by 


rail, down to the Mediterranean. 


The en- 


tire chain will be not far from 5,000 miles in 


length. 


Now, that in {tself would be a stupendous 


achievement. 


But its magnitude and its 


beneficence will both be greatly enhanced by 
the connecting lines running from it laterally 
to the shores of the Indian Ocean and the 
Red Sea.

There will thus be no less than nine lateral 


outlets, or, with the two terminals, eleven

The 
transcontinental lines in the United States 
and Canada run only from sea to sea. So 


will the Russian road across Siberia. 


But 


this one will run through the central part of 
the continent from end to end, and at the 
same time keep in touch and ready com- 
munication with the sea at intervals of a 
few hundred miles. Thus it will open up 
the dark continent in a uniquely effective 
manner. And it is entirely possible that

The Spanish War Claims. 
Under article vii. of our peace treaty with 
Spain both countries relinquish all claims 
for indemnity growing out of the insurrec- 
tion in Cuba, and our government agrees to 
adjudicate and settle the claims of its own 


citizens against Spain. 


Over six-score 


claimants have filed their demands at the 
State department, and they aggregate about 
$29,000,000. They include damages for prop- 
erty destroyed, for arrest and imprisonment 
with accompanying sufferings, for the death 
of imprisoned relatives, as in the well- 
known case of Mrs. Ruiz, for expulsion from 
Cuba, as in the case of war correspondents 
and others, and, in short, for all injuries to 
person or property. Likely the list may go 
above $30,000,000, as it has increased more 
than $2,000,000 since the close of hostilities. 
Probably, however, only a small fraction 
of the amount of the claims will be allowed. 
As in ordinary suits at law there is no limit 
to the damages which a plaintiff may claim, 
and it is a familiar experience that actions 
in which perhaps $100,000 may be asked 
get a verdict or allowance of only a tenth 


or a hundredth part ot the amount. Besides, 


only those claims will be valid at all against 
our government which would have held 
good against Spain, and the rules as to 
military necessities and as to injuries un- 
avoidably incident to a state of hostilities 
will come up. The chief reductions, how- 
ever, may result from the custom of claim- 
ing far more than is likely to be granted. 

But while the agtual payments the gov- 
ernment will have to make may only amount 
to a few millions at most, the examination. 
and settlement of all the claims should be 
prompt. The best time to ascertain the facts 
is while the evidence is fresh, and prompt- 
ness is due to deserving claimants, besides 
being a protection to the government. Yet 
the work should be done methodically and 
by competent examiners, instead of plece- 


meal.

Prisoner at Painesville Says Mrs. In- 
gersoll First Inveigled Him into 
Leaving California with Her, Then 
Picked Up the Boy in Chicago— 
Woman's Attorney? Ack an Inquest | 
of Lunacy for Her—Mother Secures 
Stolen Child on Habeas Corpus Writ. 


Painesville, O., March 22.—{Special.]—John 
Collins and Eliza Ann Ingersoll are sleeping 
in the Lake County jail tonight on a charge 
of secreting an abducted child, Gerald Lap- 
iner. Collins has confessed: that Mrs. In- 
gersoll got the child in Chicago. He is held 
in the sum of $300, and Mrs. Ingersoll is held 
in the sum of $3,000. Both were unable to 
furnish bail. 

From Collins’ story at the examination 
it appears that in a measure he was kid- 
naped by Mrs. Ingersoll in California. He 
bald he had been an inmate of the National 
Soldiers’ Home at Los Angeles, Cal. In 
May, 1898, he was introduced to Mrs. Inger- 
soll by one of his friends. She said she had 
a farm in the East and was all alone, and 
she wanted him to go East with her and live 
on the farm. He consented. They started 
East and arrived in Chicago on the Thursday 
before Decoration day. At 10 o'clock on 
Decoration day morning he met Mrs. Inger- 
soll and she had a child with her. | 

Collins said they made inquiries for the 
parents of the child, but could not find them, 
and left Chicago on June 2 for Painesville. 


Mr, Ingersoll told him he must say the 


child was his, he stated, as her folks would 
not like it if they knew she had taken it. 

Late this afternoon a complaint was filed 
in Probate Court by her attorney for an in- 
quest of lunacy for Mrs. Ingersoll. Hear- 
ing was set for next Monday morning. 

Judge Canfield this evening heard the writ 
of habeas corpus action brought by Mrs. 
Lapiner to recover her child and quickly 
granted it. 


John Collins and Mrs. Ann Ingersoll of 
Painesville, O., who are in jail there charged 
with secreting Gerald Lapiner, were indict- 
ei yesterday by the grand jury, and Gov- 
ernor Tanner probably will be asked today 
for requisition papers to bring the two pris- 
oners to Chicago. But the true bill which 
was returned is now regarded as illegal by 
the grand jurymen who voted it, and win 
cut little figure in the prosecution. 

The true bill was voted at the request of 
Captain Luke PF. Colleran, who, however, 
could not produce any evidence which the 
Jurors felt would justify them in their ac- 
tion. Louis Lapiner, the father of Gerald, 
went before the grand jury, and his state- 
ments that the child had been found and the 
identification by the mother announced by 
telegraph led the grand jurors and As- 
sistant State's Attorney Sprogle to go ahead 
with. the matter. 

When Mr. Sprogle at first refused to sanc- 
tion a true bill because of no evidence 
Lapiner left the grand jury room in great 
indignation. After he had gone the grand 
jurors, in view of the unusual circumstances. 
and at the advice of Mr. Sprogle, voted a 
true bill, and an indictment subsequently 
Was returned in Judge Stein’s court. It 
Was supposed by the grand jurors that 
Lapiner would say nothing about the grand 
jury proceedings until a requisition could 
be obtained and Collins and Mrs. Ingersoll 
brought to Chicago. Lapiner. however, 
vented his indignation outside the grand 
jury room, and it is now said at the State's 
Attorney’s office that the indictment will! 
not stand a legal test.

Queen Henrietta of Belgium's recovery 
may be described as little short of miracu- 
lous. For, in addition to serious infamma- 
tion of the lungs, matters were complicated 
by a cancer of the breast resulting from 
the bite of a vicious horse. In fact, at the 
most critical stage of her illness it become 
necessary to perform an operation involving 
the removal of the cancer and the parts it 
had affected. 

The operation was a sort of forlorn hope 
on the part of the physicians, and so little 
did they expect that the Queen would sur- 
vive the shock of the operation in her en- 


were administered, and she took leave of 
all her relatives and attendants. 

It is owing to this operation that such 
intense secrecy was observed at the royal 


gard to the nature of her malady, the se- 
crecy, as usual in such circumstances, giv- 
ing rise to all kinds of stories, including one 
to the effect that her Majesty had become 
insane like her sister-in-law, the Empress 
Charlotte. 

Queen Henrietta has been in her day a 
handsome woman, of splendid physique and 
figure, and the operation to which she has 
now been subjected is Hkely to seriously 
affect her temperament and to render her 
even still more averse to appearance at 
court functions at Brussels than hitherto. 

With all her love for horses and her mar- 
velous skill in training them she has been 
singularly unfortunate as far as sustaining 
injuries because of them is concerned. Thus 
on three occasions at least has she been 
severely injured by carriage accidents, the 
last one having taken place at Spa, where 
her four-in-hand team of spirited horses 
endeavored to go on a cross-country expe- 
dition, leaping hedges and ditches, dragging 
the carriage or what remained thereof be- 
hind them. The Queen and her attendants 
they left in a ditch with broken arms and 
badly torn and bruised faces. 

On another occasion she had her hand 
badly bitten by a vicious horse and was 
forced to wear it in a sling for several 
months. 

Although but little known outside Bel- 
gium, perhaps less so than any other 
crowned head in Europe, Queen Henrietta 
is extremely popular in the dominions of her 
husband, being the object of much sympathy 
in connection with the domestic sorrows 
which have fallen to her share. 

At Spa, where she resides during the great- 
er part of the year, she does an immense 
amount of good throughout the entire dis- 
trict, her generosity being as excessive as 
is the corrcsponding closeness of King Leo- 
pold in everything except where his ques- 
tionable pleasures or his foolhardy specula- 
tions are concerned. | 

It may be of interest to add, while on the 
subject of the reigning family of Belgium, 
that there is not a word of truth in the story 
recently telegraphed to this country to the 
effect that Queen Henrietta’s eldest daugh- 
ter, Louise of Coburg, had recently given 
birth to a boy at the private insane asylum 
of Pucklersdorff. 

The Princess is no longer in the insane 
asylum, or, for the matter of that, even in 
Austria. For she is yachting with her sister, 
the Crown Princess Stephanie, who has 
chartered a vessel for the purpose and is 
now cruising about in the Mediterranean. 


I mentioned the other day in these columns 
that Don Carlos is already involved in three 
lawsuits of a family character, two being 
brought against him by his daughter Elvira, 
who bolted with the Roman painter Folchi, 
while in the case of the third he is cited as 
chief witness in an action brought by the 
Princess against he brother Don Jaime. 

And now he finds himself cited afresh to 
appear in court as a defendant and as a wit- 
ness respectively in suits by one of his 
sons-in-law, Prince Schoenburg Walden- 
burg. who married Princess Alice. 

This is the young Prince who, a couple of 
years ago, deserted the Lutheran Church | 
and joined that of Rome in order to wed the 
dayghter of Don Carlos. His father is one 
of the pillars of the Lutheran Church in 
Germany and immediately proceeded to cut 
him off without even the traditional shilling, 
stopping all his allowances. 

The Prince, however, thought it would be 
all right, owing to the large fortune coming 
to his bride under her mother’s will. 

The marriage took place. But Don Carlos 
manifested quite as much reluctance to 
hand over to Princess Alice her share in her 
mother’s property as he has displayed in the 
case of his other daughter, Princess Elvira. 

This necessitated the Prince applying for 
assistance to the money lenders of Vienna 
and of Pesth, and they are now suing him for 
large amounts. 

He has consequently been forced in self- 
defense to institute legal proceedings against 
Don Carlos for the payment of his wife's 
fortune, which, according to her mother's 
will, should have been turned over to her at 
the time of her wedding, while he has like- 
wise cited Don Carlos to appear as witness in 
his behalf in the suit brought against him 
by the money-lenders.

pany to the extent of $2,000. She had sued 
for $20,000. But the court took the ground 
that she had been guilty of carelessness 
and thus only allowed her the relatively 
small amount. 

The Countess is a New Orleans girl and has 
been married to the Count for more than 
twenty-two years. 

It is a curious coincidence that the Count’s 
first wife, wno was likewise an American 
girl, a Miss Halliday of New York, lost her 
life in a shocking railroad accident in the 
neighborhood of New York in 1873. 


The reigning house of Italy has sustained 
a severe loss through the death of Mgr. An- 
zino, the ‘principal chaplain of the royal 
household, with which he has been con- 
nected fcr more than half a century, having 
entered the service of the grandfather of the 
present King at the age of 16, in 1846, He 
served throughout the war of 1866 as mili- 
tary chaplain and became chaplain to King 
Victor Emmanuel in 1868. 

It is hardly necessary to point out how 
great was the difficulty and delicacy of the 
position of the prelate, who was a man of 
the most kindly disposition. For, strictly 
speaking, King Humbert is under the ban of 


Quirinal Palace is, so to speak, under papal 
interdict. Yet Mgr. Anzino managed even 
when in Rome to celebrate mass and to 
admit to the sacraments both King Hum- 
bert and Queen Marguerite, while at the 
time of King Victor Emmanuel's death he 
obtained the permission of the Pontiff to 
administer the last sacraments to the dying 
monarch in spite of the latter having been 
excommunicated. 

It would be a matter of considerable diffi- 
culty to find a prelate possessed of as much 
diplomacy and tact as Mgr. Anzino, or one 
who Will be able to appreciate the fact that 
the Pope is disposed to be indulgent towards 
King Humbert and Queen Marguerite, 
knowing that their present position with 
regard to the papacy is not of their own 
making and is beyond their power to in any 


way modify.

TRIBE FUNDS IN LIMBO. | 


COURT ASKED TO SETTLE THE AF- 
FAIRS OF A WOMAN’S LODGE. 


Former Members of Concordia Branch, 
Daughters of Pocahontas, Secure an 
Injunction to Prevent Expendi- 
tures from Its Treasury—W. K. Ack- 
erman Is Crose-Examined at a 
Study Class Meeting on Municipal 
Ownership. 


— 


Judge Brentano will decide, in a case soon 
to be heard in his court, what disposition 
shall be made of $650 which formed the 
assets in the Treasury of Concordia Tribe 
No. 7, Daughters of Pocohontas, affiliated 
with the Independent Order of Red Men. 
Pending the hearing an injunction has been 
granted restraining the Concordia Benev»- 
lent association, which has succeeded the 
tribe as an organization, from using the 
money. 

The legal troubles of the tribe have been 
a scrious menace to the peace of many wom- 
en residing near Larrabee street and Cly- 
bourn avenue, where the tribe had built its 
wigwam. 

The women who form the tribe, and who 
formerly dwelt in unity and put their money 
into the treasury of the order, are divided 
into belligerent camps, and have been at war 
for the last month. The division of the tribe 
followed the dissolution of the Illinois Grand 
lodge, under which it held its charter. The 
tribe could not agree on the disposition of 
the money in the treasury, and the minority, 
finding its will liable to be disregarded, 
brought a plea for an injunction before 
Judge Brentano, who granted it. Since that 
time constables and policemen have bee 
called in to prevent conflict on the meeting 
nights of the order, each warring faction 
claiming the right to Jaeger's Hall, in which 
the meetings are held. 


Personal Violence Charged. 

When the State lodge dissolved it left the 
local lodges without legal standing. Con- 
cordia Tribe, by a vote of § to 3, decided to 
form an independent society, to be known 
as the Concordia Benevolent association, 
and the necessary steps weretaken. Before 
the new order of things had existed a month 
twenty-three membqs withdrew from tl» 
association. Strife, attended by personal 
violence, it is charged in the plea for an in- 
junction, followed the announcement by the 
rebels of their intention to seek another 
hunting ground. 3 

The seceders, it is stated, ran the gantlet. 
to escape from the meeting at which they 
announced their intention to withdraw. 
Later they resolved to have a portion of the 
$650 in the treasury, and the injunction was 
asked. The case will be heard within a few 
weeks. Meanwhile a constabulary force 
and the efforts of Isadore Plotke, attorney 
for the association, and Alderman Ernst 
Herrman, attorney for the seceders, ard 
in prescrving tranquillity on meeting nignts.

Club Women Quiz W. K. Ackerman. 

W. K. Ackerman was cross-examined yes- 
terday by members of the Chicago Woman's 
club at the meeting of the united study class 
which he addressed on Muncipal Owner- 
ship of Street and Steam Railways.” 

‘* State operation of railroads already has 
been proven a failure in IIlinois,“ said Mr. 
Ackerman. The Legislature once decided 
to build 2,000 miles of railway. What they 
did lay was thirteen miles, a Httle road 
running out of Springfield. It cost $500,000 
and was sold at auction shortly afterwards 
for $50,000. That was a sample of State 
operation of railroads, and you can form a 
conjecture of „what municipal ownership 
would be. The street railway lines of Glas- 
gow, judged by American standards of serv- 
ice, are failures. 

The street railways of Chicago have of- 
fered additional compensation as their lines 
have extended. The compensation to the 
city is in the increased service without in- 
crease of fare. The majority of the lines In 
Chicago are operated at a loss. Isit justice 
that such lines should be required to de- 
crease their fare? The Calumet Electric 
does not make its operating expenses.“ 

“ Mr. Ackerman,” said Mrs. Florence Kel- 
ley, you used the failure of the little thirteen 
mile railroad which the State built as an 
argument against municipal ownership. Do 
you regard the Calumet line as an argument 
for private ownership?“ 

I said.“ answered Mr. Ackerman, that 
railways had to be run at a loss at first and 
had to wait until the locality grew up. It 
takes a strong company to do that. Do 1 
make the distinction clear?’’ 

Well, not exactly.“ said Mrs. Kelley. 


Selfridge on Pawnshop Law. 

H. G. Selfridge spoke on ‘“ Equitable 
Pawnehops.”” He said Chicago needed a 
pawnshop conducted by the city, where 
money could be obtained at a low rate of in- 
terest. 

“The bill which the Legislature has 
passed,“ he said, is only half a cure for 
the pawnshop and kindred evils, and is rec- 
ognized as such. It does not provide against) 
the abuses of the chattel mortgage dealer. 
To have attempted to legislate against that 
class would have brought such opposition 
to the bill as to defeat it.“ 

Mrs. Florence Kelley spoke on Fair Prices 
to Small Purchasers.’’ She said women too 
long hud neglected the important study of 
pure food supplies, and had relied entirely 
on the integrity of the corner butcher. 

“If we had been properly educated in our 
duties,“ she said, it would have been im- 
possible for our soldiers to be killed by eat- 
ing unwholesome meat. The chief commis- 


sary officer of the army evidently knew no 


more than does the ordinary housewife. He 
relied on the integrity of the packer, and we 
all know the result.“ 

The Woman's club indorsed the section of 
the educational bill which gives the Super- 
intendent of schools the power to choose 
text books and appoint teachers, principals, 
supervisors, and assistant superintendents, 
subject to confirmation by a majority of the 
Board of Education. 

Chicago citizens are said to be planning to 
form a corporation under the provisions of 
the municipal pawnship bill as soon as it 
shall become a law. According to Graeme 
Stewart and others interested in the bill, it 
is to be modeled upon similar institutions in 
London, Paris, Vienna, New York, and Bos- 
ton.

Queen of Sheb:. 

Gounod’s Queen of Sheba will be pro- 
duced for the first time in Chicago tonight at 
the Auditorium by the Grand French opera 
company. As librettos of this rarely-given 
work are not obtainable at any of the music 
stores, and as the company is also unable to 


a sketch of the opera and its plot will be ac- 
ceptable to those intending to witness the 
performance this evening. 9 

„Queen of Sheba” received its first pro- 
duction on Feb. 28, 1862, at the Grand 
Opera, in Paris, for which it was written. 
Chronologically, therefore, it follows 
„ Faust (1859) and Philemon (1860) in 
the list of Gounod's operas, and precedes 
„ Mireille (1880). La Colombe” (1866), 
„Romeo (1807). Cinq Mars (1877), and 
„ Polyeucte (1878). Revised, and with its 
plot considerably altered. Queen of Sheba 
was given in London under the title of 
Irene, the name of the Greek slave who, 
in this later version, displaced Balkis, the 
sovereign of Sheba. The opera has disap- 
peared from the repertory in all countries 
save France. 

The plot in the original form, which will 
be used tonight, deals with incidents sup- 
posed to have taken place during the visit 
of Sheba’s Queen at the court of Solomon. 
The hero is Adoniram. a mysterious per- 
sonage from the far East, who is Grand 
Master of a secret order and at the same 
time the greatest sculptor of his day. He 
has been called to Jerusalem by Solomon 
to decorate the palaces and temples of that 
monarch. He has drawn about him a vast 
number of workmen, all of whom are mem- 
bers of the secret order, and his every word 
is obeyed. 

The first scene of the opera shows Adon- 
iram at work alone in his studio. To him 
comes his helpmate, Beronl. and tells him 
of the arrival of Queen Balkis of Sheba, 
who is to be married to King Solomon. 
The recital interests the sculptor but little, 
and it is interrupted by the entrance of three 
of his workmen, who complain of having 
been held back from due advancement in the 
secret order, and demand of Adoniram that 
he shall confer the title of Master on 
them. This he refuses, and the scene closes 
with their leaving the studio vowing to be 
avenged. 

In the second scene of the act the Queen, 
accompanied by Solomon, is admiring the 
works of Adoniram, and when the latter 
enters she places as token of her admiration 
of his genius a gold chain about his neck, 
and bids him call about him all who have 
assisted him in his work. By mystic signs 
he assembles all his fellow-workmen, and 
the act closes with a chorus of praise and 
homage to him and his powers. 

The second act takes place in the moun- 
tains, where the cast of Adoniram’s latest 
statue is to be made. The sculptor calls on 
the Genii of Fire to help him in the great 
work. The King enters, accompanied by 
the Queen. who has desired to witness the 
molding of the great statue. Benoni urges 
him to delay the work. for the three work- 
men whom he angered by his refusal to pro- 
mote them had weakened the mold and the 
statue would be ruined. Adoniram heeds 
not the advice, and with a mallet breaks 
open the door of the furnace: The molten 
bronze rushes out into the mold. Suddenly 
an underground detonation is heard, and 
the spectators flee in terror. The metal in- 
vades the stage and covers it entirely, and 
furnace, throne, and all their appurtenances 
fall in ruins, 

The third act shows a forest of cedars 
wherein the women of Jerusalem and the 
attendants of Balkis are singing and dan-

the sculptor and declares her passion. 
Adoniram is. yielding to her love when 
Benoni comes with the startling news that 
a miracle has been done—that the Genii of 
Fire have preserved his statue and that it 
has come forth perfect despite the accident. 

In the second scene of the act the King is 
giving a feast in honor of Queen Balkis and 
is impatiently awaiting her coming. She 
does not appear, however, and he dismisses 
his court, ange and disappointed. The 
three workmen who have sworn vengeance 
on Adoniram enter and tell him Balkis has 
been seen with the sculptor. The King is 
furious, but when Adoniram appears, ac- 
claimed the great master and artist by all 
the people, he welcomes him. The sculptor 
has come to announce his determination to 
leave Jerusalem. Solomon urges him to 
stay, offefing to make him second to only 
himself in the realm, but Adoniram will not 
listen and leaves. 

In the next scene Balkis makes her ap- 
pearance and asks the King to delay their 
marriage. Fascinated by her charms, he 
consents. She offers him wine which she 
has drugged, and he falls asleep. She slips 
the betrothal ring from his finger and, thus 
regaining her freedom from all pledges of 
fidelity she had made him, boldly confesses 
her love for Adoriram and hastily departs. 

In the last act is shown the Vale of the 
Cedron just as a storm is passing. Adoni- 
ram is waiting there for Queen Balkis, with 
whom he is to flee to her kingdom. Suddenly 
the three workmen appear, demand the 
password of the secret order, and, on his 
refusing, stab him and leave himdying. The 
Queen arrives only to have him expire in her 
arms. The Vale of the Cedron disappears 
and in the Palace of the Genii of Fire, in an 
apotheosis, Adoniram is seen. The sculptor 
bows to the King of Genii on his throne; who, 
with outstretched arms, calls him and seats 
him at his right side. 8
